The r ecent assessment of fr an­ 
chise values of r ailway, br idge and 
telegr aph pr oper ty of this state ag­ 
gr egates in r ound number s $25,- 
000,000, an incr ease in fr anchise 
assessments over last year of $10,- 
000,000. 
This incr ease in fr anchise assess­ 
ment, says the Jeffer son C ity Pr ess, 
means an incr ease in state, county, 
school 
and 
municipal 
taxes 
of 
$200,000 and a total fr anchise tax 
of $500,000. 
This assessment of $25,000,000 
made by the state boar d does not 
include the 
assessment made by 
county assessor s, whose duty it is 
to include the fr anchise values of 
water wor ks, gas and electr ic light 
companies. 
' 
The total valuation of r ailr oad, 
br idge and telegr aph pr oper ty as­ 
sessable by the state boar d is now 
$112,673,989.62. 
This exceeds by $10,000,000 the 
highest 
assessment 
ever 
befor e 
made in the state. 
T o this should be added local 
pr oper ty belonging to the cor por a­ 
tions which is assessed by county 
assessor s, estimated at $10,000,000. 
Pr ior to 
1898 
str eet .r ailways 
wer e assessed by the local assessor s. 
The value fixed by the local author ­ 
ities in 1S97 was less than $7,000 - 
oco. 
This year the str eet r ailr oads ate 
assessed at $23,000,000, an incr ease 
of mor e than 200 per cent. 
Missour i has not as many miles 
of r ailway as the major ity of the 
states sur r ounding 
her , 
but 
the 
valuation on a mileage 
basis 
is 
gr eater than an^ of the adjoining 
states. 
In Ar kansas, for instance, 
the aver age assessment per mile is 
$7,806; in Illinois, $7,726; K a n ­ 
sas, $6,6So; Iowa, $4,981 ; while in 
Missour i it is $12,174. 
In addition to this assessment, 
this class of cor por ations annually 
pay into 
the 
state 
tr easur y, 
in 
special cor por ation fees and taxes, 
mor e than enough money to pay 
the expenses of all the executive 
depar tments of the state gover n­ 
ment, including the gover nor , sec­ 
r etar y of state, auditor , tr easur er , 
attor ney gener al, 
super intendent 


of schools, adjutant gener al, labor 
bur eau, 
r ailr oad 
commissioner s, 
bur eau of geology and inspector of 
mines. 
Dur ing the months of June and 
July the special taxes paid for in­ 
cr ease of capital by the Fr isco and 
Missour i 
Pacific 
alone exceeded 
$40,000. 
Fr anchise values have been taken 
into 
consider ation 
by 
the 
state 
boar d for sever al year s past, but 
\ until the passage of the new law 
by the last legislatur e ther e was 
ser ious doubt as to the power of 
the 
boar d 
to 
include 
fr anciiise 
values for taxation. 
The W e s t e r n 
Union Telegr aph company and the 
Subur ban Str eet R ailw ay company 
of St. Louis r efused to pay taxes 
on 
their 
fr anchise 
assessments 
under the old law, and suits ar e 
now 
pending 
to 
deter mine 
the 
validity of that assessment. 
The 
pr esent law effectually settles this 
question 
and 
enables 
the 
state 
boar d to mater ially incr ease the 
assessed value of fr anchises with­ 
out any question as to the legality 
of the assessment.

Shortly after he was placed with a 
squad of ten men on board the 
coastin g steamer Robert Haber­ 
sham, which was fitted out as a 
gun boat an d had on e iin all field 
piece for artillery . 
About the middle 
of 
April, 
18 6 1, while Crotty an d his v essel 
were in Sav an n ah 
harbor, on e 
morn in g a y oun g man , in the un i­ 
form of a con federate lieuten an t 
of artillery , boarded the steamer 
an d presen ted to Crotty a letter of 
in troduction , an d in struction s from 
Gen . 
Hugh Mercer. 
This lieu­ 
ten an t prov ed to be Joubert. pro­ 
n oun ced as if spelled “ Hubare.” 
He was then about 35 y ears old, 
n ot abov e med’um 
height, but 
heav y bet, muscular an d activ e. 
He had a remarkably keen pair of 
steel gray ey es an d a thick an d 
abun d n t suit of v ery black hair. 
He was a grav e an d dign ified 
while on duty but a most gen ial, 
happy temperew an d sociable fel­ 
low when at

Crotty was ordered by Gen . Mer­ 
cer to take Joubert on his ship; 
con v ey him to all the ports an d 
fortification s ly in g on tlie Atlan tic 
coast betweeiji Sav an n ah an d Jack­ 
son v ille, Fla.

“ When the con federate army 
was disban ded,” said Capt. Crotty 
y esterday , “ I felt, un der the sharp 
pan gs of defeat, that I could n ot 
liv e in the Un ited States or un der 
the rule of its defen ders. 
*T was lucky in hav in g some 
mon ey from relativ es who had n ot 
lost all in the war. 1 wen t in to the 
army so y oun g that 1 did n ot 
kn ew 
how 
to 
do 
an y thin g 
but 
be 
a 
soldier. 
I 
started 
to Brazil to en list in Dom Pedro’s 
army . 
I kn ew there was big pay 
there, fin e un iforms an d liberal al­ 
lowan ces. 
An d after fightin g my 
big, stron g, brav e fellow coun try ­ 
men for four y ears, in a ragged old 
un iform, without shoes an d about 
half the time on half ration s or n o 
ration s, I thought it would be a
